Washington, May 5. 

“E- warn Germany, Japan and Italy that if 
Dictatorships push democratic nations too far, 
the result will be a war.’’ 

This significant declaration was made by 
the Secretary of War, Mr. H. H. Woodring, in the 
course of a specch to-day. 

Because the Japanese occupation of Man- 
churia was without effective opposition from the 
Democratic Powers, it.had started a chain of 
events such as German re-armament, the 
occupation of the Rhineland, thé Abyssinian and 


Spanish Wars and the Japanese invasion of 
China. 


Democracies were now most pacific, but if 
pressed too far a wave of indignation may sweep 
over them, making it most difficult to keep peace. 


“It is essential to halt thls cvon- 
tinued aggression before it gets out 
of hand,” Mr. Woodring deciared, 


“Et do not believe there fs any 
danger of a general war, but the 
world situation is such that the 
United States must build up Its de- 
fences, because whenever a forcign 
wir Impends our own peace Is less 
secure,”——Reuter.

KeepThose Rinds 


N almost every household, since the 
Introduction of the “Eat more 
fruit’ campaign, oranges and lemons 
are used for food and drinks, but why 
waste the remaining rinds? 

Bereft of pulp and juice, Jemon 
skin will cleanse the hands from fruit 
and vegetable stains, as all good 
housewives know, but perhaps they 
nre not aware that it Is equally good 
for cleaning brass. Used in conjunc- 
tlon with a little common sait, it will 
both clean and polish, and there is 
no risk of green discoloration in the 
crevices. 

Many aluminium utensils can be 
kept clean and bright merely by boil- 
ing in them plain water to which a 
piece of lemon rind has been added. 

A kettle will keep free from fur, 
treated in this manner, and it is an 
excellent way to remove tannin from 
teapots. 

Empty orange and lemon rinds, 
cut up Small and left soaking in cold 
water fur two days will, when boiled, 
with the additlon of the fresh juice 
of n lemon and some preserving 
sugar, make a very apptlising and 
inexpensive marmalade. 

A few rinds placed, in a jug and 
covered with cold water for a few 
hours will produce a very beneficial 
tonic water, good for the blood, and 
ce refreshing drink in hot weather.

Soup 


pas can be made the day be- 

fore’ or buy one of the exccl- 
lent brands of tinned soup 
which only need reheating. A good 
consomme can be varied by the 
nddltion of cooked vermicelli, heads 
of tinned aspuragus, chopped cooked 
celery, or Just sherry. A deliclous 
clear tomato soup 1s made by cutting 
a pound of tomatocs Into thin slices 
and covering with cold water. 
Season well and simmer for 20 
minutes, mashing with a wooden 
spoon to get out all the goodness. 
Strain and mix with twice the quan- 
tlty of strong consomme. 


Fish 


FRIED fish has to be done at 
the last minute and is rather 
smelly, 80 choose a baked dish. 


BAKED FILLETS are par- 
ticularly easy to prepare. Rub 
any white fish with a piece of 
lemon and then dust with seasoned 
flour, Brush with beaten eg, coat 
with browned crumbs, and put into. 
a greased Un, Pour over a little 
melted butter and bake ina mode- 
rate oven (Repgulo Mark 5) for 20 


minutes. 


BAKED SCALLOPS are also 
delicious. Simmer fillets of fish 
in milk with a little butter until 
plump,flake, put In the deep shells, 
thicken the Hquor in which = they 
were cooked and pour over. Cover 
with buttered crumbs and bake for 
15 minutes in a good oven, 


SOLE AU GRATIN. — Either 
steam or bake some fillets of 
sole with butter and lemon 
juice, then arrange neatly in o fire- 
proof dish. Pour cheese snuce over 
the fish, and brown at the top of the 
oven or under the grill, A very 
good cheese sauce can be bought 
ready prepared. Heat the opened tin 
in n saucepan of hot water before 
pouring over the fish. 


Meat 


CHOPS PRINCESS. Get 
your butcher to bone some 
chops and tie them into neat 
rounds, Cover cach with sausage 
meat, and put into a well-buttered 
tin with some pieces of butter, Boke 
in a moderate oven (Regulo Mark 6) 
for obout half an hour, Mushroom 
or celery sauce is good with these, 
and n quick way to mate ft is to 
add some chopped cooked mush- 
rooms or celery to a small tin of the 
cream soup, 


. VEAL CUTLETS. Trim some 
pieces of fillet of veal, flatten 
with a cutlet bat, dip in beaten 
egg and then in fine breadcrumbs 
mixed with powdered — herbs, salt, 
pepper, and a little grated Jemon 
rind. Cont well beforchund so that 
the egg has time to harden, then fry 
in butter on both sides ond serve 
with rolls of bacon, Tomato sauce 
or grilled tomatoes ore an good axccom- 
pantment. 


POTATO CAKES are  ex- 
cellent with any of these dishes, 
Mash 11/]b. cooked potatoes with 
4Joz. of butter until very smooth, 
work in 6oz. of flour and a generous 
pinch of salt, roll out, cut with a 
round cutter and put on a cuke tray. 
Bake at the top of a hot aven for 20 
minutes. 


Sweets 


COLD CHOCOLATE CREAM. 
80z. plain chocolate in a double 
boiler with 1 pint milk and 202. 
sugar, Add 4 beaten ‘erg yolks, stir 
until It thickens, then straln in loz. 
melted gelatine, Cool, fold in the 
stiffly whipped cg whites, and put 
into 2 souffle dish, with a band of 
stilY paper  pinne round the top. 
‘Decorate with whipped cream and 
crystallised violets. ° 


APPLE CREAMS. Stew 2b. 
apples, cut without pecling, with 
a piece of lemon-peel and a gill 
of water until tender, Rub through 
a sieve, sweeten to toste und mix 
with custard made with 2 cggs and 
¥, pint milk and a gill of whipped 
cream. Add '4oz. melted gelatine, 
fold In 2 stiffly whipped cde whites, 
and tint pale green. Put into grape- 
fruit. ginsses and decorate with 
whipped cream and glace fruit. 


Savoury 


(CHOOSE n cold one, such as 
anchovy cggs, trimmed with 
anchovy fillets, capers an 
pieces of tomnto, or bundles of 
celery,, stuffed .with ercamed cheese 
mixed with chopped whlnuts, and 
nrranied with a strip of pimento 
round each bundie.

For cxample, 
the best information is that Sovict 
Russin would not have resorted to 
military intervention If Poland had 
invaded Lithuania, It ls uncertain 
whether France would attack Ger- 
many if Adolf Hitler should attempt 
to absorb 2,500,000 Germons in 
Czechoslovattin, 


But Infurmed persons belleve Hitler 
probably will refrain) from further 
Balkan adventures until he con- 
solidates his position in Austria, 


The bite that Germany took out of 
middle Europe when she absorbed 
Austrin seems to have appeased the 
Nozi hunger for land temporarily. 
Now she must digest what she has 
eaten, Hitler now controls the 
bottleseneck through which land, alr 
and water communications to south- 
eastern Europe must flow. Thus he 
‘s in a position to fulfl one of his 
ambitlons—the break-up of the Little 
Entente—by cconomle and diplomatic 


pressure rather than by a resort to 
arms, 


Hitler's speech 
reflected thls new attitude of 
restraint, He devoted most of it toa 
justification of his Austrian putsch, 
It was devold of threats, He omitted 
his customary denunciation of 
Bolshevism and avoided = special 
mention of Czechoslovakla, The 
Interpretation placed on that speech 
here Is that he docs not desire to 
provoke Soviet Russin and that he 
has decided to step warlly in view 
of the fact that France has reaMirmed 
her intentlon of defending 
Czechoslovakia against aggression. 


But fit would be dangerous to be 
too optimistle over a continent on 
which so many nations are clustered, 
separated, in many. cases, by nothing 
but artificial boundaries, Resump- 
ilon of diplomatic relations between 
Poland and Lithuania will not mean 
that all thelr problenis have been 
solved, Polund still wants autonomy 
for the 200,000 Poles in Lithunnia;

A hopeful note for the pence of 
Europe even has come out of ware 
torn Spain, The stutement of rebel 
Generallssimo Francisco Franco that 
he will do nothing to chonge 
the status quo In the western 
Mediterrancan In event of victory, 
and will not cede an Inch of 
territory to any foreign power was 
regarded as reassuring for the future. 


Meantime, Franco is giving 
Europe a preview of the horrors 
of the noxt war by his mereilcsa 
bombing of tho civilian popula- 
tion of Barcelona. 


Two Americans made powerful 
contributtons to pence after the war 
seare In March, One was former 
President Herbert Hoover who said, 
after visiting 15 nations and inter- 
viewing lending statesmen, that war 
Is untikely in the near future. He 
believes that, in generol, the will to 
peace 1s much stronger now than the 
will to war and he pointed out that 
the principal nations would not be 
prepared for war for two or three 
years, 


There was impressive reaction 
throughout Europe to the speech of 
Joseph Kennedy, new United States 
Ambassador to England, who advised 
every one ogalnst proceeding on the 
dangerous assumption that the United 
States would not fight under any 
clreumstances short of actual In- 
vasion, Europe has not forgotten 
that men and money from the United 
States delivered the knockout blow 
in the World War. 


French and British political leaders 
ore increasing thelr nttempts to 
appease the “hungry” nations. Typical 
of this were the strong diplomatic 
appeals of France and Britain, to 
Poland ond Lithuania to reconcile 
thelr differences. And always in the 
bnek-ground is the implied threat of 
an ever-increasing British navy and 
a strong French army. 

The tragedy of Europe to-day, and 
the gravest threat to its peace, fs 
fhe fact that the» observance of 
treaties -has broken down, | All 
nations have reverted to “power 
polities” in which nothing matters 
except force. When and if war 
comes, the failure of nations to live 
up to their pledged word will 
have been a contrikuting factor.

GOVERNOR 
CRITICISES 
NEW BOOK 


Willinm Peel was for many 
ans in the M.C.S. and finished hia 
Malayan career os Chief Scerctary 
to the F.M.S. Government, trom 
which post he was promoted to 
Governorship of Hongkong, 


He was Invited by.the Stratts Times 
to comment on Professor Rupert 
Emerson's book, “Malaysian: A study 
in Direct ond Indirect Rule," in 
which severe criticism is made of 
British imperialism in the Malay 
States. : 


Malaysia” Is a useful book of re 
ference but is somewhat marred by 
a blas ogainst Imperialism which 
umounts to unbalanced prejudice 
lncking in Judgment and perspective, 
he writes, It can scarcely be denied 
that Britlsh colonisation has often 


been carried out in oa large measure | 


for the beneft of Imperial trade and 
enpitallst interests rather than for 
the beneflt of the Indigenous races 
in the Colonies coreerned, 


But the Jotter have not been neg- 
lected and this is espectally so In Ma- 
layn, Mr, Emerson fs senrcely foie 
in his statement that the lot of the 
Malaya has “chnnged for the better 
only slightly, ff at all.” Com- 
munications have been vastly im- 
proved—n boon appreciated by all 
classes to greater extent than many 
people may realise. 


HEALTH MEASURES 


Health measures have been Intro- 
duced which have resulted In reduc- 
ing malaria and other diseases which 
led formerly to so much mortality. 
A fair Incidence of taxation ia in 
force und the Malays appreciate the 
fact that they Iknow the extent of 
the levels and are no longer Mable 
to indeterminate “squeeze,” 


It is doubtless true that their stand- 
dard of living remains low but, in 
spite of Mr. Emerson's view to the 
contrary the Maloy “ral'at” tends to 
malntain the philosophy of doing no 
more work than js necessary to pro- 
vide him with a modest subsistence 
with which he fa in the main con- 
tented. 


Some years ago a planter In 
Kedah complained to mo that he 
was anxious to. cmploy local 
Malay labour but found it most 
diMeult to obtain. Ae offered to 
raise the rato of pay from $1 to 
$2 0 day, with tho result that 
such Malays os camo at all mero- 
ty countered by wosking half 
tho number of days. I¢ requircs 
some courage to attempt to de- 
stroy such philosophy, - 


Doubtless as the better-class Ma- 
lay has acquired more education he 
has become anxious to better his 
prospects and take a more active 
part in Government ond offairs gen- 
erally, The Malay Administrative 
Service was created with this in view 
and has been In existence for a long- 
er period than Mr, Emerson appears 
to be aware of, 


Suitable cases for promotion. were 
rare at first but five members of that 
service were promoted to the ranks 
of the higher Civil Service during 
my term of office ns Chief Sceretary 
(1026-1930). 


It was essentinl both for the ser- 
vice and for the aspirants themselves 


that a high standard of qualification 
for such promotion should: be main- 
tained. I stressed this strongly at 
the annual gatherings of the mem- 
bers of the Malay Administrative 
Service held at Carcosna, while assur- 
ing the members that Government 
was unxlous to help them, It is in- 
teresting to note that a brilliant mem- 
ber of the service who was promot- 
ed, has been recently promoted to 
acl as a Puisne Judge. 


Mr; Emerson Is somewhat incon- 
sistent. He deplores the loss of 
Malay predominance and elsewhere 
complains that the British Govern~ 
ment has not given the Chinese and

DECENTRALISATION THEORY

Financial Settlement 


Excluding Eire’s annual payment 
of £260,000 with respect to damage 
to- property, the British claims have 
been capitalised at over £100,000,000. 
The Government of Eire did not admit 
this claim; nevertheless Britain has 
been receiving over- £4,000,000 
omnually from special duties. 


All financta] claims are being with- 
drawn in return for £10,000,000, Mr. 
Chamberlain informed ,the House. 


"Nobody could deny that this was 

generous treatment, but if ever the 
dispute between Elre nnd Britaln 
wus to -be ended, some compromise 
was inevitable. 


“Further, we should recollect that 
we tre not dealing with o foreign 
country, but with a partner in the 
Commonwealth — of jutions and 
therefore we were dealing with Eire 
on terms of partnership ond not on 
terms of competitorship.” 


Defence Difficulties 


Proceeding Mr. Chamberlain said 
that no part of the discussions guve 
more prolonged or more anxious 
moments than the subject of Defence, 
and the request made by Elre that 
Britain hand back fuil and unares- 
tricted possession of certain forts, and 
repeal certain articles of the 192) 
Treaty, whieh gave Britain rights to 
those forts, 


“After the most carcful considcra- 
tien of all the circumstances, and 
after due consideration by the Chicfs 
of Staff, we came to the conclusion 
that o fricndly Ireland. was worth far 
more to us, both in peace and in war, 
than our paper rights under the 1921 
Treaty. These Treaty rights were 
only malntained perhaps by inereas- 
ing the old §l-wlll between the two 
nations.” 


Mr. Chamberlain recalled Mr. de 
Valera’s statement that Eire would 
not permit Irish territory to be 
used by any foreign power to attacis 
the United Kingdom, and that he 
would put the forts in question Into 
a proper state of defence. 


Referring to the Northern Ireland 
representations that some provisions 
of the Anglo-Elre Agreement might 
materially affect Ulster's economic 
interests, Mr. Chamberlain sald that 
the British Government hud been 
able to mect the very considerable 
number of suggestions made to it. 


He concluded by exhorting the 
House to bear in mind that. the 
conclusion of the Anglo-Eire Agrec- 
ment had obtaincd warm approval 
not only of the United Kingdom but 
in other countries, in the Dominions, 
the United Stutes, Indeed everywhere, 


No Secret Understanding 


After the Prime Minister, In reply 
to questions by Sir D, Reid and Mr. 
Winston Churchill, had given an 
assurance that there was no secret 
understanding behind the Agrec- 
ment, Mr, Churchill declared that 
the Agreement seemed to have given 
everything away in return for £10,- 
000,000. 


“The Agreement does not end the 
Anplo-irish quarre], because Mr. de 
Vuleru said that he will never rest 
until Partition has been swept away,” 
suid Mr. Churchill, + 


The speaker recalled antl-British 
activities in Elre and the “dark 
forces in the Irish underworld" dur- 
ing the Great War, 


“The Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921, 
of which Iam one of the few remain- 
Ing signatories, has been repudiated 
and violated in every detail by de 
Valera, 


“When experts were drafting the 
Treaty of 1921, the Admiralty advised 
me thot without the use of the Irish 
ports it would be most dificult and 
perhaps impossible — to feed the 
British Isles in war time, 


“1 am not going to argue = that 
the Irish ports might full into enemy 
hands jn wartime, but there is uv 
danger that Eire might be neutral. 
De Valera might hold the pistol) to 
our head, and say that he will make 
common cause with us only If we 
give hin the whole of Ireland,” Mr. 
Churchill concluded, 

He suggested thot the Bill might he 
postponed pending further oarrange- 
yacnts regarding Treaty ports and 
comrnon Defence actlon. 


MacDonald Replies 


Mr, Malcolm MacDonald, replying 
to the Debate, said that it was the 
faith of the Britich Government that 
by the exerelse of the same tolerance 
and encouragement, and the same 
mutual respect and trust as had 
nehleved reconciliation between the 
French and Britlsh in Canada and 
the Dutch and the British in South 


Africa, another miracle of reconcllia- |. 


tion could be achieved between the 
British ond the Irish in Ireland. 


Referring to the financial ogrec- 
ment, Mr. MacDonuld said that the 
British Government confidently ¢x- 
pected the balance shect not to be 
simply no financial balance shect. 


“If we could receive from the 
Government of Eire {rlendship in- 
stead of hostlilty, confidence instead 
of distrust and co-operstion instead 
of opposition then, I sincerely be-

SPARRING FOR CONTROL 


OF TRANS-PACIFIC AIRWAYS 


ARE CONTEMPLATING NEW STEPS TO ESTABLISH POSSESSION 
OF “KEY” ISLANDS IN THE SOUTH AND WEST PACIFIC, THE 
UNITED PRESS LEARNED IN AUTHORITATIVE QUARTERS HERE. 


This country recently ran up the American flag over 
Canton and Enderbury, two important and strategic 
Pacific islands whose title had been in dispute with Great 
Britain and it is now reported that Britain, Germany. and 
Japan have interested themselves in ‘establishing claim 
to other potential air-bases on the route to the rich 
markets of the Far East, Dutch Indies, Australia and 


New Zealand. 


American officials, scanning 
the Pacific for additional landing 
lagoons and runways, have an 
anxious eye on several islands, 
now mere specks of uninhabited 
coral, which might go a long way 
toward confirming United States 
control of the  trans-pacific 


skylanes. 

Most strategically lecated of all the 
thousatids.of Pacific Islands are the 
Phoenix, Ellice, Samoan and Gilbert 
Kroups. Strongest American claims 
are to the members of the Phoenix 
which includes Christmas, 
Hull, Howland, Baker and Jarvis 
Islands. Of these Howland, Baker, 
Jorvis and Canton and Enderbury 
have alrendy been: placed under 
activa colonisation. 

Canton is one of the most strategic- 
ally located islands for an air base 
on the route to the Antipodes. It 
consists of a rim of sand and coral 
surrounding a smooth lagoon nine 
miles long, ideal for scaplane land- 


ings. 

Hull, in the same group, but fure 
ther southwest, is even morc ideal, 
having facilitics for a land runway 
as well as a lagoon for scaplane land- 
Ings. This island llke the others, is 
claimed by the British. 

On Christmas sland, to which 
Americans have the claim of dis- 
covery, there already 4s a small 
“settlement of natives, a’British ad- 
ministrator, and a Czecho-Slovakian 
assistant, Officials belleve’ that this 
island may be the centre of intensive 
title negotiations. : 

Further south and west are 
Samoan’ islands, ideal for both sea 
and land planes. Half of this. group 
is owned by the United States. The 
other half, once owned by Germany, 
is under mandate to New Zealand. -

1 bejgeoe exquisitely tailored, 
probably the handsom- 
est. man in the House of 
Commons, .but weary witl 
the strain of the last few 
weeks, Anthony Eden rose 
in the House at the end of 
question-time recently to 
make “a personal state- 
ment.” F 

For over two years it had been 
customary when one had writ- 
ten “Mr. Anthony Eden” to add 
“Foreign Secretary.” When 
Mr, Eden spoke on this occasion 
it was to explain why he was 
Foreign. Secretary no longer, 
why he resigned. : 

He did not have before him 
the despatch-box on which, like 
many a Minister before him, he 
had stressed with a drumming 
fist'the ardour of his convic- 
tions. 

It was from that particular 
seat below the gangway on.the 
Government side of the House, 
reserved by custom for these 
Bad occasions, that he said his 
say. 

Even though the House rang 
with 2 momentous and exciting 
debate on foreign affairs and 
the Cabinet crisis, young Mr. 
Eden—he is 40—was the drama- 
tic figure of the hour. 

He had taken a drastic step 
at a time when more of the lime- 
light played on him than ig en- 
joyed by one politician in a 
hundred, when his career must 
have seemed enviable to every 
young man in the land. 

His rise has been swift and 
almost sensational since that 
day in 1923, when he entered the 
House ag Conservative M.P. for 
Warwick and Leamington. 


At Geneva 


IS first chance came 
when Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, then Foreign Secretary, 
appointed him his parliamentary 
private secretary in 1926. There 
began an association with the 
Foreign Office which, in the 
opinion of many, went on too 
long for Mr. Eden’s good, in the 
sense that it became too 
specialised. . 
In 1931 young Mr. Eden_be- 
came Under-Secretary for For- 


ally speaking their efforts may 
claim to have helped the film 
industry through a very trying 
period of adolescence, and to 
have given to it a new apprecia- 
tion of its potentialities as a 
medium for artistic, educational 
and social expression. 

- Particularly striking has been 
the advance made by the news- 
reel.

his loyalties and enthusiasms 
are everywhere acknowledged. 
Ardent, studious, intense, he 
worked strenuously, from the 
day when Mr. Baldwin brought 
him to the front bench and gave 
him his chance of statesmanship 
for the world ideals he held. 

His manner and words, often 
nervous and worried, were the 
mirrors of his mind. 

‘It is odd that he began his rise 
under Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and that his set-back takes place 
under the Premiership of Sir 
Austen’s brother. 


A ays working. He 
learnt German out of a 
grammar book while shav- 


ing, and one of the chief 
rensons for his success in life 
has-been that when he was a 
Parliamentary Private Secretary 
he Jearnt all about his immediate 
boss's’ job. 

The avemge P.P.S. is inclined 
to take it easy, regarding the 
job as more or less honorary. 
Even as a boy of eight Mr. Eden 
was sufficiently interested in

Market.” 
_ He has a very good-looking 
wife and two sons, Simon and 
Nicholas. When I last saw him 
to speak to, Mr. Eden was very 
anxious that Simon should have 
a straight bat. 

Mr. Eden himself is a great 
room-pacer, and keen on gang- 
ster films. I sometimes see him 
at our “local” cinema, the Regal, 
sitting in the front row of the 
dress circle.

But enforce the Money Payments

The development of the 
vaccine Is regarded ‘as the most 
important single step in the 
battle to contro! yellow fever 
since Dr. Hideo Noguchi isolat- 
ed the yellow fever parasite, 
“Jeptospira icteroides,” 20 years 
ago. 


If further development of the 
technique of vaccination ts succcss~ 
ful medicen] science will have acccom~ 
plished one of its g.eat victories of 
the century. 


The foundation, which began Sts 
researches jn immunisation in yellow 
fever in 1931, made its first success- 
ful vaccinations on members of its 
own staff! several years ajo, using 9 
modified yellow fever virus, with 
ndditionnl! dosea of an immunity 
serum, 


The trentment was regarded as too 
complicated for Inrge populations, 
and early Jast year a virus develop- 
ed Jaboratory rescarch by tissue cul- 
ture methods was token to South 
American for mass researches. 


“Although preliminary work on 
monkeys and a small group of per- 
sons in New York had Indicated that 
this virus wos perfectly safe for 
vaccination, great caution wan exer-~ 
cised to nvold untoward accidents,” 
the report snid. 


“Only after approximately 100 per- 
gong hnd been vaccinnted and care- 
fully observed wan the vaccine taken 
Into the: field.” 


The vaccine was used on 38,000 
persons In Brazil and 2,000 persons 
in Colombia during 1937, 
the report sald. Tho after-effects 
were described as “mild in com- 
parison with tho after-cffccts of 
immunigation against other discase 
organisms, such as typhoid, 
diphtheria, ctc.” 


Other results were measured in 
tests with 700 persons in New York 
who had been {nnoculated with Hv- 
ing virus, and the report sald “more 

. than 09 per cent. showed full or 
partial fmmunity.” 


“Further studles ure needed for the 
final evaluation of the present 
method,'S the report continued. “It 
is, however, safe to say that a de- 
finite step forward has been made 
and that efficient protection of popu- 
lations exposed to jungle yellow 

. fever is in sight."

Cummon Council, and the councks 
of the Metropolitan boroughs, 

It will be the duty of cach of these 
authorities to prepare and submit air 
rold general precaution achemes re- 
garding their respective arens, 

Schemes to deal with fre pre- 
caution arrangements are to be 
submitled by the councils concerned 
after consultation with ench other, 
and they wHl have to furnish each 
other with information rensonnbly 
required for such on object, and 
generally to render mutual nssist- 
ance, 

Arrangements 
made for 

‘The clearance of debris 
highways and public places, 
Denling with damaged or un- 
safe buildings and rescuc of 

persons trapped inside. 
Detection of poison fas. 
Decontamination of highways, 
pubile places, and bulldings af- 
fected by polson gas. 

The recruiting ond training of such 
personnel as may be required for the 
purposes af the scheme must be car- 
ried out, and shelters for the pro- 
tection of the public will have to be 
provided. 

Both the London County Council 
and the metropolitan boroughs must 
be prepared to transfer civilian 
populations if the Home Office say 
it is necessary.

His theatrical 
activitles were banned throughout 
Germany. 

On the assumption that the Nazis 
would also eventually prevail’ in 
Austria, Reinhardt put up his famous 
Schloss (Castle) Leopotdskron for 
sale in 1935. Germany attempted to 
prevent the sale, 

Relnhardt will be remembered 
chiefly by filrn-goers as producer ‘of 
the Hollywood version of Shake- 
speare’s “Midsummer's Night Dream.”

The two dictators were aboard the 
battleship Conte Cavour and as the 
flect split Into two Ines and steamed 
slowly past, hundreds of thousands 
of Crenzted ‘citizens lined the horse- 
shoe bay of Naples to cheer the im- 
pressive sight.

Goverment was informing Great Britain and the United 
States that France could not have maintained the franc

The French Government had given an assurance that 
it intends to achieve a rate corresponding to the economic 


position, 


and giving France 


no competitive trade 


advantage. Assurance had also been made that the 
present downward movement would be the last. 


Britain and the United States had 
consequenty concluded that the actton 
of the French Government was not 
Inconsistent with the tripartite agrec- 
ment and the three Governments had 
considered that the agreement still 
continued In full force. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
ndded that Washington had officially 
and vigorously denied that the valuc 
of the U.S. dollar might be lowered. 

“Equally, we are not contemplating 
nny ndjuntment to sterling exchange” 
Sir John concluded. 

Mr, James Griffiths asked Sir John 
Simon to consider the effect devalua- 
tlon of the franc would have on Bri- 
tinh export trade. 

He asked particularly whether, 
during the last nine months, as on de- 
voluntion of the franc, Welsh coal 
wus not being drivensout of France 
nnd replaced by Gertnan coal because 
the German subsidy was being offset 
against devaluation of the france.

Shanghai Report Of 
Fall Of Hofei ~ 


4 Shnnghai, May 6, 
Japanese planes yesterday bombed 
Hotei, on the Hwalnan Rallway, 
during an alr rald over Shantung 
yesterday, 


The Shanghai Times reported this 
morning that Hofei bad fallen into 
Japanese hands, but confirmation 
cannot be obtained. On the other 
hand, Chinese troops advancing from 
Hofct to the south-enst are stated to 
be closing in on the Japanese at 
Chaohsien, 

Heavy Japonese reinforcements are 
being rushed to Pengpu- sand 
HMwaluan , on the Tientsin-Pukkow 
Railway, where Hsuchow 1s the prin- 
elpal objective. 

A large force of Jnpanese whe 
crossed the Hwal River are attack- 
ing Kuhsien, 50 miles north of 
Pengpu, Chinese troops are vigor- 
ously defending the north bank of 
the Fel River, south of Kuhslen.— 
International. 1 


Japanese Strike North 


Hankow, May 6. 

With the launching by the Japan- 
ese of a fresh northward drive from 
Anhwel severe fighting In the widest 
arca so far seen fs raging on the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway front, 

The objective of the Japanese 
drive, according to cumpetent mill- 
tury observers, {ts to relieve the 
Chinese pressure on the north sector 
of the railway Jine and to capture 
Hsuchow, In order to bridge the gap 
between the north and south sectors, 

Operating with Pengpu and Hwai- 
yuan on the south bank of the Hwa! 
River nas bases, two Japanese 
columns, numbering 20,000 men, are 
pushing in the north and north-west 
directions to launch an cnveloping 
movement on Hsuchow, Fierce fight- 
ing hag already broken out on the 
bunks of the Fel, Wo and Hwal 
Rivers. 

Reinforced by nbout 1,000 men, the 
Japunese troops which have stolen 
across the Hwai River, made oa 
renewed attack on the Chinese 
positlons at Huchialow, on the south 
bank of the river, yesterday morning. 
Bringing thelr artillery into action, 
the Japanese heavily shelled the 
Chinese lines, In intervals of half an 
hour, Japanese infantry unils charged 
the Chinese Hnes, With their defence 
work totally demolished by Japanese 
ortitiery Qre the Chinese withdrew 
across the Fei River toward evening. 


Push Towards Hsuchow 


Meanwhile, a Japanese column 
ts ‘pushing * northward along the 
Chaohsien-Hole} highway also with 
Hsuchow as Its objective, The 
Japanese vanguard of about 200 men 
is reported to have — renched 
Hsinkochen, 7 miles north-west of 
Chaohsien. Chinese reinforcements 
are pressing on Chaohsien and its 
tyicinity to checkmate their advance. 

On the northern sector of the 
Tientsin-Pukow Une the Chinese 
general offensive continucs to make 
stendy progres. The centres of fight- 
Ingt yesterday were in the villages 
south-west of Tancheng: and on the 
east flank of the Lincheng-Tsno- 
chwang-Taierchwang branch railway, 

The Chinese forces made several 
onslaughts at Fengchlayao, Chich- 
chwang ond Tatangehwang, south- 
west of Tancheng in the morning. 
But owlng to heavy Japanese artillery 
fire they were forced to withdraw. 
{The Japanese ore understood to be 
calling reinforcements from Linyl. 

On the east flank of the Lincheng- 
Ysaochwang ~ Taierchwahy ¢ branch 
rallway the: Chinese reoccupied yes~ 
terday several vital polnts. The 
theatre of war is now at Yuwangshan, 
a billy district on the east bank of 
the Grand Canal.—Central News.

Added to this is the power of Ger-. 
many ‘whose excellent technical 
equipment and military traditions we 
were able to admire during our visit 
in Berlin last year, Those friend- 
ships are most useful ond most desir- 
able which do not exhaust themselves 
in passivity and in quest for help 
but which on the contrary are cap- 
able of rendering help. 

"It ty well that the world realises 
anew that Italy Js strongly armed and 
will continue to arm and thnt the 
Berlin-Rome axis owes its strength 
fo other instruments than those of 
spirit and wil. power."—-Trans-Occan.

Tokyo, May 9, 

Conversations now under way in 
Rome between Premier Benito 
Mussolini and Herr Adolph Hitler 
should be looked at “with new cyes 
for a New ern,” the Asahi Shimbun, 
Influential Tolryo daily, snid; to-day. 

"One should be accused ' of an 
anachronism In judging the conversa- 
tlons between I] Duce and the Fuchrer 
according to the old ides of the 
German and British schools,” he 
dally declared.

CINEMA PROGRESS 
The history of the cinema is 
the history of a struggle on the 
part of its progressive and en- 
Hghtened administrators for an 
improved expression and social 
and educational value in film 
entertainment. At least, that 
is what the intelligentsia of the 
art-industry has often pro- 
claimed, and which Mr. Will H. 
Hays, President of the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distribu- 
tors of America, endeavours to 
demonstrate in his annual report 
of 1938. Confronting this im- 
pulse hag been the demand of 
pure commercialism. Commer- 
cialism, say critics such as C. A. 
Lejeune, Paul Rotha, Meyer 
Levin, George G. Nathan, and 
the former well known com- 
mentator, Cedric Belfrage, has 
been the successful enemy of 
the moree artistic and educa- 
tional elements of the cinema. 
They and Mr, Will Hays and his 
collaborators have long accused 
the producers of pandering to 
the commercial requirements of 
film-making at the expense of 
its social responsibilities, saying 
that instend of fulfilling an 
educational purpose, they have 
stimulated in the public a desire 
and) a demand for cheap and 
emotional entertainment, the 
influence of which is often harm- 
ful. 

This accusation no longer 
holdg the sting of, say, five years 
ago. The cinema industry has 
taken itself to task, partly be- 
cause it found that while in 
competition with the theatre 
and wireless, it could not afford 
to try and fool the public with 
productions which had no ap- 
peal beyond those of an immedi- 
ate emotional reaction, but more 
so becnuse the Government of 
the United States, us head of a 
country producing by far the 
major proportion of films for 
world consumption, realised that 
the industry had to be purified 
if it was not to spread moral 
degeneracy. throughout — the 
civilised world. The producers 
kicked, as one expected them to 
do. They accused Mr. Will 
Hays . and hig organisation of 
being an expression of Fascism. 
They protested that interfering 
“amateurs” would bring ruin to 
the cinema. Of course they 
have Ween proved wrong. Mr. 
Hays and his colleagues are pro- 
bably not: the most popular 
people in America, just as the 
British Board of. Censors would 
scarcely win a popularity con- 
test. in England. But each. has 
necomplished 9 grent. deal’ of

The industry has a long 
way to go before ft attains its 
full status as an'‘artistic and 
educational medium, but in thd 
meantimo one can find gsatisfac- 
tion in the knowledge that it fs 
progressing along the right

A Month in Gaol 


ACCORDING to the comment 
of the Lord Chief Justice in 
a recent case, “the liberty of the 
subject is our most priceless 
possession.” 


With that nobody, I imagine, would 
quarrel, 


Yet our legislators have put a cash 
value to that which is without price; 
and our mogistrates have been pro- 
vided with a price Ist. 


Here tt is:— 


One month ... 
Two months .. 
Three months . £20 or over 


Within these limits the Justices may 
exercise their discretion. 


A tatlure to pay the amount of the 
fine imposed rendere the defendant 
Mnble to the alternative of a term of 
imprisonment, according to that scale. 


It Js true that the Moncey Payments 
Act, 1935, is, designed to prevent an 
offender from going to prison merely 
because he is unable to pay the fine. 


But the fact that during the first 
yenr of its operation 11,623 persons 
went to gaol for making default in 
paying fines or other sums ordered 
to be paid clenrly indicates that the 
Act has not achieved “its purpose. 
(The figures are for 1930; those for 
1997 are not yet available.) 


Mollycoddling Laws 


PD=: there are justices who 
have openly declared thelr dis- 
like of what they have described as 
“mollycoddling laws.’ They prefer 
the more summary method at one 
time generally practised, and yet by 
no means ended, of: “Forty shillings 
or one month—next case.” 


The imprisonment is not for the 
Jawbrenking; for that the defendant 
was fined—-but for failing to pay the 
fine.

But enforce the Money Payments

U.S. Prepared Evacuate 


Citizens 


London, May 4. 

American Consulntes throughout 
Europe, acting on instructions from 
the State Department, are preparing 
and re-checking plans to evacuate 
thousands of American residents In 
the event of war. 

The prepnrations are designed to 
avold the confuslona which resulted 
from attempts to evacuate Americnns 
in August, 1014. 

United Press has conducted o sur- 
vey of the European countries con- 
inining the largest number of Ameri, 
can residents. Most of the Con- 
sulates declined to discuss the survey, 
others insisted that It. was merely 
routine, tnd similar to arrangements 
which have been carried out in the 
Far Enst in post years. 

The United Press survey indicated 
that the major problem would consist 
in providing a suMfciency of shipping, 
and Indicated that the United States 
would probably be forced to rush 
transports across ‘the Atlantic to 
handle the evacuation.-Untted Press.

The four questions which were 
reviewed at the Anglo-Irish mectings 
were Partition, Defence, Finance and 
Trade. 

The Partitlon question bas been 
laid aside since Britain mode it 
perfectly clear that it was a subject 
which must be discussed between 
Northern Ireland and Elrc, and that 
Britain could not even think of put- 
ting pressure upon Northern Ircland 
to come to any arrangement whicls 
might not commend itself to the 
Northern Ireland Government. 

“The Trade Agreement with Eire 
might be considered equally bene- 
ficial to both parties," Mr. Chamber- 
dain told the House, 

“We believe that the conl-mining 
industry in particular will welcome 
the advantages that may be expected. 

"On the tace of It, the Defence ond 
Finance agreements do not constitute 
good agreements for Great Britain, 
because they make the largest and 
most impressive concessions to Eire 
without superficially corresponding 
advontages to Britain, 

“But one must look outside the 
agreements for Intangible, Imponder- 
able but — nevertheless Invaluable 
fruiis which, on varlous occasions 
In the past, have rewarded an unsel- 
fish net of generosity by a great and 
powerful nathton towards = 0 weaker 
and poorer state,” the Premier said 
amid applause.

Defence Difficulties 


Proceeding Mr, Chamberlain said 
that no part of the discussions give 
more prolonged or more anxious 
moments than the subject of Defence, 
and the request made by Etre that 
Britain hand back full and unres- 
tricted possession of certain forts, and 
repeal certain articles of the 1921 
Treaty, which gave Britain rights to 
those forts. > 

“After the most careful considera- 
tion of all the circumstances, and 
after due consideration by the Chicfs 
of Staff, we came to the conclusion 
that a friendly Ireland was worth far 
more to us, both In pence and in war, 
than our paper. rights under the 1021 
Treaty. ‘These Treaty rights were 
only maintained perhaps by inercas- 
ing the old Il-will between the two 
nations.” » 

Mr. Chamberlain recalled Mr. de 
Valern’s statement thut Elre would 
not permit Irish territory to be 
used by any foreign powcr to attack 
the Untted Kingdom, and that he 
would put the forts in questlon into 
Q proper state of defence. 

Referring to the Northern Ireland 
representations thit some provisions 
of the Anglo-Eire Agreement might 
materially «affect Ulster's economic 
interests, Mr. Chamberlnin said that 
the British Government had been 
nble to incet the very considerable 
number of suggestlons made to it. 

He concluded by exhorting the 
House to benr In mind that the 
conclusion of the Anglo-£lre Agrec- 
ment had obtained warm approval 
not only of the.
